And  thank  you  for  sending 
the  pedigree  of  Hannah  and  John  Walker.       Do  you  have  a  family  group  sheet  on  them? 

If  this  turns  out  to  be  my  relative  (and  I'm  quite  certain  it  will),  then  we  are 
related  and  it  looks  like  I  would  be  related  through  one  line  to  John  Estes  and  through 
my  other  line  to  Hannah  Walker.       How  exciting!      I  guess  I'm  hopelessly  "Hooked"  on 
this  genealogy.      My  children  are  all  3  married,  so  it's  nice  to  have  an  intriguing  hobby 
to  fill  my  days.      I  would  like  to  know  how  you    got  interested  in  genealogy. 

I  would  really  like  to  see  what  I  can  turn  up  myself  on  this  before  hiring  a 
researcher  -  i  t's  so  much  more  fun  to  find  it  ones  self!      And  I  can  go  to  the  LDS 
Genealogical  Library  in  Salt  Lake  City  (a  1  hour  drive)  to  do   research  as  often  as  I'd 
like.      The  microfilms  that  I  search  thoroughly  from  beginning  to  end,  I  have  sent  up 
here  to  our  Ogden    Branch  Library,  so  there  is  plenty  of  places  to  search.

If  so,  could  you  send  me  a  copy,  please?       Next  time  I  write,  I  will  send  all  I've 
found  on  John  &  Hannah  Estes. 

U.    Would  like  a  zerox  copy  of  your  pedigree  chart  sometime,  if  it's  convenient. 

5.    Do  you  know  if  Daniel  Walker  came  to  Canada  or  where  he  died?     Will  enclose 
the  only  2  Daniel  Walker's  I  find  in  my  Ontario  census  record  notes. 

I  am  writing  to  Flossie  Godfrey  in  Arden  and  she  sent  me  Ash  Godfrey's  name  -  he 
lives  in  Newburgh  so  may  be  able  to  help  there.    He  is  the  oldest  one  born  in  Mountain 
Grove  Flossie  says .

Dear  Dr.  Burleigh, 

I  am  doing  genealogy  on  the  EUSTUSE -LAMBERT  and  GODFREY-WALKER  families  and 
several  people  in  the  Kingston  Genealogical  Society  have  sent  me  your  name  thinking 
that  you  might  be  able  to  help  me. 

My  cousin  Ellen  Hokanson  corresponded  with  you  and  she  sent  me  a  copy  of  the 
Hinckley  History  that  you  so  graciously  got  for  her.    I  was  so  grateful  to  get  lt- 
thank  you  so  very  much'. 

I  will  enclose  my  pedigree  chart  so  you  can  get  a  clearer  picture  of  my 
ancestors  but  briefly,  this  is  the  picture: 

I  have  land  records  showing  that  my  grandfather  David  EUSTUS  owned  land  on  Big 

Gull  Lake  1879-89  near  Harlowe  (Barrie  twp)  and  I  correspond  with  Ralph  Thompson  who 

now  owns  the  land.    David,  Emma  and  his  mother  Margaret  Eustuse  came  to  Centralia, 
Washington,  USA  in  1890. 

I  have  found  land  records  for  his  father  Levi  Eustuse  (also  spelled  Eustace, 
Eustis,  Eustus,  Hustus,  Ustus  and  Estes  in  various  records l)    in  Newburgh  Village  in 
Camden  Township  where  he  sold  2  different  lots  -  one  in  185U  and  one  in  1858.  One 
saysthe  land  was  bought  in  180U  -  but  he  wasn't  born  until  l8ll.       I  am  corresponding 
with  descendants  of  his  2  children  that  remained  in  Canada  but  they  know  very  little 
so  it  is  a  struggle  putting  all  the  pieces  together.      Arreta  Eustuse  Diamond  did 
tell  me  that  Levi  was  married  before  and  they  had  a  daughter  named  Cathenn  or  Kit  and 
she  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Way,  from  Tweed.    In  a  family  Bible  it  lists  Palie  Way 
below  Catherin,  so  we  think  he  was  her  husband.    I-*m  just  starting  to  look  into  the 
Tweed  area  for  information  on  him.    The  other  daughter,  Lydia  Jane  Eustuse  I  found 
married  to  Alpheus  Miller  in  Napanee,  Kennebec  twp.    Found  his  probate  record  and  found 
him  with  his  parents  in  the  Camden  twp.  census.    But  we  don*t  know  the  names  of  either 
Catherin  or  Lydia  Jane's  SECOND  husbands. 

Census  records  give  Levi's  birth  place  as  Quebec.    Do  you  know  of  any  Eustus 's 
(any  spelling)  w  ho  came  from  Quebec  to  Camden  twp?      Tradition  says  the  family  changed 
the  spelling  of  the  name  and  the  spelling  doesn't  seem  to  mean  much,  as  they  couldn't 
read  or  write  themselves. 

All  I  know  about  the  Lamberts  is  that  Margaret  Lambert  Eustuse*s  death  certificate 
says  her  father  was  Dan  Lambert  and  we  have  no  idea  where  they  came  from. 

On  the  Godfreys  we  knew  they  lived  in  1  Mountain  Grove,  Olden  twp.  so  Peggy  Cohoe 
(Kingston  Gen.  Soc.)  drove  up  to  Mt,  Grove  and  took  information  off  the  tombstones  for 
I  was  especially  thrilled  that  she  found  the  monument  erected  for  Warren  Godfrey  who 
built  the  Godfrey  (Frontenac)  Road  -  as  my  mother  had  told  me  about  it.      I  also  found 
land  records  for  him  on  Wolfe  Island  where  his  wife  Emmeline  Hinckley  came  from. 

A  cousin  said  genealogy  has  been  done  back  to  Scotland  on  this  family  but  no  one 
knows  who  has  iti     I  surely  hope  it's  not  just  a  rumor  I  (Godfrey; 

Cousins  tell  me  that  Warren*s  son  Wellington  COLEMAN  GODFREY  (my  grandfather) 
lived  on  Carleton  Island  but  I've  been  unable  to  find  any  vital  record  to  prove  it. 
My  mother  said  his  wife's  name  was  Elizabeth  Walker.    Another  cousin  said  David  s 


mother  died  when  he  was  a  baby  and  all  the  record's  we  find  say  Coleman's  wife  was 
Sarah  Jemima  Walker.      Sarah  is  buried  in  the  Mt.  Grove  cemetery  near  Warren  Godfrey 
and  her  death  record  says  she  was  born  in    Camden  twp.  but  of  course  does  not  give 
her  parents  names.  Incidentally,  do  you  know  if  the  original     records  do  give 

the  parents  names  and  if  it  is  possible  to  have  someone  go  and  search  them  for  that 
information? 

Anyway,  we  think  that  Coleman  Godfrey  was  married  first  to  Elizabeth  Walker  and 
when  she  died  about  186U  that  he  married  her  sister  Sarah  Jemima  and  moved  to  Mt.  Grove, 
as  the  next  child  was  named  Sarah  Minerva  Godfrey.     At  present  I  am  searching  out  all 
the  Walker's  in  Newburgh,  Camden  twp.  to  see  if  I  can  find  a  will  naming  Eliz.  or  Sarah. 

I  am    enjoying  this  work  so  very  much.    I  guess  you  must  have  done  a  great  deal  of 
it.      The  people  in  Canada  have  been  so    gracious  and  helpful.    I  really  hope  to  make 
a  trip  there  so  I  can  meet  the  wonderful  people  I  have  corresponded  with  and  my  ancestor's 
descendants . 

I  would  be  so  grateful  if  you  could  spare  a  little  time  to  tell  me  if  you've  run 
across  the  EUSTUS -LAMBERT  family  in  your  searching  and  how  I  can  find  Warren  Godfrey's 
parents.       Are  you  related  to  the  Godfrey's? 

I  will  enclose  a  snapshot  so  you  can  see  what  I  look  like,  and  also  a  stamped, 
self -addressed  envelope  for  your  convenience. 

I  will  be  hoping  to  hear  from  you  soon.
